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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues in page 8 that there is no 
motivation provided to support the combination. Examiner respectfully disagrees. APA discloses having two separate channels for 
communicating information. While, Stirling discloses having a single shared communication channel for communicating information. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to have just one single shared communication channel for 
communicating information to reduce cost and bandwidth. Further, the teachings of APA and Stirling directed to data communications, 
therefore, it is reasonable to combine the teachings of APA and Stirling. Applicant further argues in page 9 that Stirling makes no mention 
of a first local event and a last local event, as presently claimed. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Stirling is not relied upon for disclosing 
first and last local events, instead, Stirling is relied upon to disclose having a shared single communcation channel for reducing cost and 
bandwidth. Applicant further argues in page 9 that the background section does not disclose transmit and receive modules. Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. The background discloses that a plurality of stations communicating information. Therefore, transmit and receive 
modules are necessary for receiving and relaying information, eventhough, the modules are not shown in great detailed. Othenwise, any 
of the stations would not be able to receive any information at all from other stations. 
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
